Cheese and Butter. 


During the eight months ending Aug. 
81, 1897, we shipped to Great Britain 
28,668 cwt. of butter, For the corre- 
sponding eight months of last year we 
shipped 45,450 cwt. These figures show 
a large and steady increase. 

Tor the eight months ending with 
August, 1897, we to Great 
Britain 803,269 ewt. of cheese, for the 
first eight months of 1898, 781,628 cwt., 
and for the first eight months of the 
present year, 767,011 cwt. Our ship- 
ments this year show an increase over 
the exports of a year ago, but a con- 
siderable reduction, as compared with 
those of 1897. 

For the whole of 1897, the last com- 
plete year for which the figures are 
available, Great Britain imported 291,- 
604,096 pounds of cheese, and of this we 
shipped 170,986,868 pounds. In value 
we supplied $16,800,905, out of a total of 
$28,647,857. Our exports of butter to 
Great Britain for the same year were 
valued at $2,164,995, out of a total sent 
to Great Britain from all countries va)-

Which places they were followed by 
those who had sought refuge in the 
kraal. The refugees at Rowan’s farm 
had not been heard of Monday morn- 
ing. The few persons who had re- 
mained in Dundee were startled when 
they found that the troops had gone, 
and they fled hurriedly. 
SHELLED THE HOSPITAL. 
“The Boers were swarm ng on the 
surrounding hills, especially Smith’s 
hull, on which they had been defeated 
Friday. They commenced shelling the 
lwospital, from which a party with a 
flag of truce went and told Command- 
ant Erasmus that ‘British and Boer 
wounded were in the building. Com- 
mandant Erasmus expressed regret 
for shelling the place, and immediate- 
ly ordered the firing to cease. He said 
he had mistaken the Indian hospital 
attendants for soldiers. 
-'At 10 o'clock a large number of Boer 
soldiers entered the town, and there 
was a riotous scene. Then a more dis-

Door hangings should always be of 
heavier weight and stronger coloring 
than window drapings. Small Orien 
tal rugs make the most effective coy- 
ering possible for floor cushions. Sim- 
ply place the cushion in the centre of 
the rug, bring the ends together, and 
blind-stitoh these and the sides to- 
gether, using the seamed side next the 
door. ‘ 

To clean oil-finished paint or hard- 
wood, use weak tea, almost cold, to 
remove dust and discoloration, and 
then rub it over with a flannel cloth 
dipped in furniture polish, made of 
one third linseed oil, one third turpen- 
tine and one third vinegar. Shake it 
well together in a bottle, pour it into 
a saucer and rub hard. It is a very 
satisfactory polish. ‘To revive gilt 
frames, take of the white of eggs two 
ounces and of chloroform of potash or 
soda one ounce; mix well; blow the 
dust off from the frames and apply 
with a soft brush. To take fly specks 
off gilt frames, moisten them with the 
White of an egg; let it remain about 
15 minutes, then wipe it off with a 
silk cloth. Plaster busts and statuet- 
tes may be cleaned, where it is not de- 
sired to paint them, by dipping them 
into thick liquid starch tnd drying 
and when the starch is brushed off the 
dirt is brushed off with it.

MANURING 
After clover

barnyard manure to it, the 
large leaf of clover needs all the sun- 
light and air it get.

field was clear. We have known, too, 
of clover being killed by 
coarse manure and spreading on the | 
surface, though of course the clover 
grew more luxuriantly in the spaces 
between the clods of manure, whose 
fertility was washed down to its roots, 
Unless manure is partly rotted down 
it does not pay to top dress grain with 
it, even before the clover seed is sown, 
It will be dissipated in the air dur- 
ing hot weather. But if partly rot- 
ted stable manure is used for top 
dressing grain, its soluble fertility will 
be washed into the soil by rains, and 
there will no material loss, The 
rains will also wash some soil over the 
clods of manure. This soil will ab- 
sorb all the ammonia the clods can 
give off when hot weather comes. They 
will also keep the soil under and close 
to them more moist than it would oth- 
erwise be in the shelter of these man- 
ue clods. 
When the clover seed has germin- 
ated and has the mineral plant food 
it needs, the clover roots will supply 
nitrogenous fertility to the soil much

Probably the best way to apply 
stable manure to clover is to use it 
first on potatoes, drawing it out in 
winter and spreading it on sod ground 
to be plowed in the spring. The pro- 
tection of /the sod by this manure will 
make it much damper when plowed 
under. ‘Ihe cultivation the soil re- 
ceives, while the crop is growing, helps 
the manure to ferment. If this land 
is fall plowed a little deeper than it 
was plowed in spring, all the manure 
and a little of the subsoil will be 
brought to the surface. Then both 
the remains of the manure and the 
subsoil will be mellowed by winter's 
freezing and thawing, and be im the 
best condition for a clover seeding in 
spring. On most long-cultivated lands

Bare floors save some work in the line 
of sweeping, and are said to be health- 
ful, surely they must be more go than 
dingy, dusty carpets, that are filled 
with microbes of disease. Carpets are 
comfortable for winter use in certain 
places; certainly the kitchen should be 
exempt from carpeting, here it is that 
the household Jabor in a great part is 
done. And the carpet, if there is one, 
cannot be kept clean without great ef- 
fort, An oiled floor is a thing to be 
desired, but a painted one is not! to be 
despised, but a kitchen floor covered 
with linoleum will save more than en- 
ough work in a year to pay for itself, 
It is one of the simplest matters to 
keep such a floor clean.

On most kinds of lands sulphate of 
lime or ‘gypsum produces an astonish- 
ing effect on clovér, and we believe 
if sowm early enough in spring it is 
always beneficial. How gypsum helps 
clover is yet a puzzle to scientists, 
though, as it! has the power to absorb 
nitrogen from the air when in the 
form of ammonia, it is this that prob- 
ably produces such extraordinary ef- 
fects. When the clover routs secure 
a little available nitrogen they begin 
to form nodules to dissolve the air that 
is there imprisoned, and convert it in- 
to ammonia by onctact with water. If 
potash in any form is applied with 
the gypsum, the effect of each is in- 
creased, 

It is the absence of lime and pot- 
ash from sandy soils that) makes it so 
difficult to seed them with clover. 
When potash is supplied in the form 
of wood ashes it furnishes the lime 
also, as the white portion of the ashes 
is nothing but lime. 


FARM TOPICS. 


See that the hogs have dry, warm 
and clean sleeping quarters. They 
should have plenty of outdoor exercise, 
but they should have places to sleep 
Where they can ave warmth and 
cleanliness. 

When pigs weigh 300 lbs., about 500 
lbs. of grain will be required to pro- 
duce 100 lbs. of grain. Just after 
Weaning 3 %4 lbs. of grain will fre- 
quently; produce a pound of gain. This 
illustrates ¢he necessity of feeding 
while young. 

Remember that if a cow is com- 
pelled to travel back and forth over 
a thirty-acre field from morning till 
night in order to hunt a ration for 
herself she will not give you big pay 
in the ‘pail. If she is to use the ener- 
&y to secure aliving that she should 
haye expended in elaborating milk, 
she can not be enabled to fill up well 
in a few hours and rest the balance of 
the time, as it is during the rest spells 
that she is grinding out your profit, 
There is some profit in summer dairy 
ing, but we must give careful atten- 
tion to all the details if we would rea- 
lize it, 

Rust in small grain is due to a fun- 
gous growth which is most prevalent 
in hot, damp weather. The air is al 
ways filled with bacteria, and when 
these are brought into contact with 
the grain by rains, the leaves absorb 
them with the moisture and produce 
a sappy condition that cannot resist 
disease. This is especially liable to be 
the case with grain that has had on 
excess of nitrogenous fertilizer and too 
little of the mineral plant food that 
gives firmness to the stalks. One of 
the advantages of using potash and 
phosphate on grain crops is that these 
minerals insure clean, bright straw 
and well-filled heads of grain

The 
English-speaking colonists often pro- 
nounce the former of these two words 
as it would be in English; the Dutch 
pronunciation is more like ‘‘melly,” it 
means just what it looks —a field 
where you get the vegetable material 
for a meal, which material, in those 
parts, is chiefly what Americans call 
corn, and Englishmen maize, The un- 
fortunate young Prince Imperial was 
killed in a mealie field in the Zulu war 
He had gone on reconnoissance several 
tiles away from his “laager” — pro- 
nounced someth ng like lah-her—which 
means a Camp, or, as it would be called 
if the host were a host of wild beasts, 
his “layer,” in modern spelling “liar.”

The faro banker could not famble un- 
less his patrons did 80, the lottery owner 
could hot gaurble if nobody bought bis 
tickets, and the bookmaker would not be 
in a Dosition to carry on his business un- 
less his customers accepted his odds, A’ 
logical classification would include as 
gamblers those on both sides of the table 
—the faro dealer and the faro “punter,” 
the buyer and the seller of lottery tickets, 
the “bucket shop" keeper and the fre- 
quenter who buys stocks, grain ov prod- 
uce of any kind on a margin, 

And one other distinction should also 
be made: There are “bucket shop” keep- 
ers who swindle their customers with 
&reat regularity, aud there are bookmak- 
ers who default, nx do bankers. The 
stock dealers aud bookmakers who are 
guilty of these practices are usually close- 
ed as gamblers, but in reality they are 
thieves. The word “gambler” means a 
man who gambles without cheating, or 
stealing. 

It is quite certain that there peyer 
Was a time in the history of civilization 
when gambling was so prevalent among 
all classes of people as it is at present, 
In fact, many legitimate branches of 
business are tinged with the hue of spec- 
ulation. Such persons as do not bet upon 
horse races or speculate in wheat or 
stocks gratify their gaming propensity by 
dabbling in real estate, in mining shares, 
in oil or other so called “business” enter- 
prises, the methods of which are nothing 
niore nor less than variations of the rou- 
lette table. 

The styles of gambling are coustantly 
changing. A liundred years ago gentle 
men staked their money ou various games 
with cards or dice, and extraordinary wa- 
gers were sometines made “on these 
games with popularity of which did not 
always depend upon their intrinsic cliarm, 
but upon the fact that men of 1 specula- 
tive turn of mind could find uo other con- 
venient form of hazard.

HOW TO MAKE THE FARM PAY. 


thought, writes Mr, John Rogers, 
the first place, in order to make the 
farm yield the greatest we 
must endeavor to grow as much os pos- 
sible on each acre, ‘To do this, several 
points are to be considered; First we 
should use fertilizers; we cannot ex- 
pect to grow a crop umless there is 
sufficient plant-food in the soil to give 
the tender plants proper nourishment, 
We may as well expect a boy who has 
been half starved all his life to become 
a4 strong, robust man, as to expect a 
good crop from soil in which the plant- 
food has been exhausted. 

Secondly, the soil must be thorough- 
ly pulverized. It may have plenty of 
nourishment, but if it is wrapped up 
in a hard clod the plant cannot receive 
it; for instance, a child may be cry- 
ing for something to eat and the moth- 
er says there is plenty of fuod in the 
safe, but it is locked up. ‘Dhe child 
may die of hunger, with so in regard 
to the soil; there may be plenty of 
plant-food, but if it is wrapped up in 
a dry, hard clod the plant will die for 
want of nourishment, 

Thirdly, the crops must be well cul- 
tivated, i.e., those that need cultiva- 
tion, as corn, for instance. It should 
be cultivated deep the first and sec- 
ond times in order to keep the soil 
loose and mellow; but when the plant 
begins to send forth its little fibrous 
roots care should be taken not to in- 
jure them, for they absorb the nour- 
ishment from the soil and convey it 
to the plant. If they are broken off 
by deep cultivation they cannot per- 
form their functions and of course the 
plant is injured. 

Fourthly, it should be kept clear of 
weeds. We cannot expect to grow a 
full crop if we let half the nourish- 
ment if the soil be taken up by the 
Weeds. A great many farmers let the 
weeds go till they lay thelr corn by, 
then go through and cut the weeds, 
but then it is toa late, for the weeds 
have then absorbed all the nourish- 
ment that they will from the soil. It 
will, therefore, benefit the corn but 
very little. Ihe weeds should be de- 
stroyed as soon as they make their 
appearance, then the nourishment that 
otherwise would have been taken up 
by the weeds will be absorbed by the 
little fibres of the corn and add 
strength and vitality tothe plant. And 
last but not least, don’t stop culti- 
vating too soon; a very shallow cul- 
tivation should’ be kept up as long as

PRODUCING A DAIRY cow. 


Breeding, filting and training horses 
for the speed track requires know- 
ledge, judgment, skill and patience, 
The young animal must be the get of 
an ancestry whose distinguishing 
traits are intelligence, action and en- 
durance. He must be bred for speed, 
good judgment und skill gained from 
experience, and the breeder must de- 
termine whether the young thing 
gives promise of possessing the quali- 
ties essential in an animal bred for 
speed. Judgment, skill and patience 
are required in feeding, filting and 
training the young thing for a win- 
ning performance in the speed con- 
tests. ‘(his feeding, fitting and train- 
ing begins at a very early stage of 
the colt’s existence, and is patiently 
persisted in until the time of develop- 
ment is reached, 

The production of a profitable duiry 
cow begins with a breeding, filting 
and training of a calf. ‘The ancestry

A We & Medical Man Tells of m Visit He 
Made tn That Conniry, 
Probably every doctor has some- 


times found, it hard to reach his pati- 
ents, but few doctors, let us hope, 
have to travel several hundred m’‘les 
to make a “call.” The “record,” in 
this respect, seems to have been es- 
tablished! by a young medical man in 
India. 

I have just returned from a three- 
hundred-mile walk into the very heart 
ot the Himalayas. I had to set off ata 
day’s notice to look after a Mr. Blank 
of the India civil service, who was said 
tcl be lying dangerously ill at a place 
called Skardu, He had gone there 
this year to settle the revenue, and in 
the winter was the only white man in 
the country. 

I had sixteen days’ march to get 
there, most of the way through snow, 
and all the way over the most impas- 
sable road I have yet seen. The road, 
or rather pass, lies along the Indus, 
and so bad is it that it is quite. im- 
possible to ride any of the way, which 
is saying much in ‘this country, 
where we ride almost anywhere a goat 
could go. But on every march to 
Skardu, there are obstacles. 

The path winds up and down the 
rocky mcuntains on either side of the 
Indus; in places along narrow ledges 
of rock, galleries of very rickety stone 
and wood built out from the face of 
cliffs, and eyen up and down ladders

THE WHIPPING SCHOOLMASTER. 


An Incident of Life at the Great English 
College, Eton.

THE PORT OF BOTTLES. 


A Pecullarity of a Dend Spot In the 
Caribbean Sea, 

“Phere is a dead spot in the Caribbean 
sea,’ said the first officer of a Brazilian 
ship, “that ought to be called the port of 
bottles. It lies very nearly midway be- 

) Cartagena, in Colombia, and 

uston, Jamaica, and at o guess I 
should say it was due east of Cape Gra- 
cios ‘a I It is out of the steamer 
tracks, and the action of the great cur- 
rents going one way and another has left 
fi spice of stagnant water without any 
real moyement at all. Anything that gets 
into the dead spot is apt to stay there un- 
less driven out by some big storm and 
will simply drift round and round, gath- 
ering sea grass and barnacles. 

“The last time I saw the place was in 
1895, when I was on board a tramp from 
Rio that had changed its course a little 
to take up some rubber at a Central 
American port. While we were passing 
through we noticed a floating spar, and 
among a lot of rubbish attached to it was 
a peculiar looking round object, bright 
red in color. We put off a boat to inyes- 
tigate, and it proved to be a patent buoy 
which had been set adrift from a Plorida 
lighthouse station in 1893 and was part 
of a systematic attempt to ascertain the 
speed and direction.of currents. Inside 
y an official memorandum, which was 
‘afterward returned to the navy depart- 
ment with data of when and where 
found. But what is a good deal more in- 

ing is the fact that while we were 
securing the buoy we discovered three 
bottles sticking in the drift, all covered 
with weeds and slime. One was empty, 
and the other two had papers inside. ‘The 
first was a memoranda that the bottle 
had been dropped from a yacht off the 
Grand Cayman, fn, I think, the year 
1892, and the other inclosure showed 
that it came from a ship bound for Mon- 
tevideo, on what date I forget. In each 
ease it was evidently the whim of some 
idle passenger, but it was a little odd 
that we should find the whole collection 
together. 

“T noticed a lot of other driftwood in 
the dead spot, and I am confident that 
no end of bottles could be culled from the 
place, Hundreds are dropped overboard 
every year, but yery few escape being 
knocked to pieces unless they happen to 
find their way to some such a still place 
as I have described.”—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat,

Modern Olive OIL 

Improvement In processes does not ale 
ways spell progress, it appears, as the 
introduction of machinery in the olive dis- 
tricts of Italy has caused an increase of 
the quantity of oil produced, but a reduc 
tion of quality as far as the best grades 
are concerned, A typical province is Ta- 
ranto, where machinery has effected yery 
considerable changes in the olive oil. 
Under the old system three or more dis- 
tinct qualities of oil were produced, the 
olives belug passed and repassed revyeral 
times through hand worked presses, each 
time producing an oil of poorer quality. 
When no more oil could be extracted In 
thia way, the “sansa,” or “grounds,” was 
treated with sulphuric acid to produce an 
inferior oll, which is used in the manu- 
facture of soap, 
The introduction of the hydraulic press, 
however, has done away with these dis- 
tinctive grades, A larger quantity of oil 
is produced, but the quality, taken as a 
whole, deteriorates, and the higher class 
of eating oil can only be obtained by re- 
peated filtration, Though the oil peedueed 
in this way is excellent In color and ap 
pearance, after continual straining it 
loses much of Its flayor and lacks the

A despatch from Washington says? — 
—A recapitulation of the casualties in — 
actions and deaths in the regular vol- 
unteer armies between May, 1898, and 
June 80th, 1899, contained in the an- — 
nual report of the adjutant-general of © 
the army, shows a grand tc‘al of 10,- 
076 men. The casualty list alone ag- 
gregates, 3,454, of whom 38 officers and 
458 enlisted men were killed, and 197 _ 
officers, and 2,764 enlisted men wound=— 
ed, 

The death list, numbering 6,619, was 
made up of 224 officens, and 6,895 en-— 
listed men. Of this total but 38 offi- — 
cers and 458 enlisted men were killed, 
the remainder of the deaths resulling 
from various causes, including the fol- 
lowing : 

Wounds—10 officers and 192 enlisted 
men, F 
—Disease—165 officers and 5,844 enlist- — 
ed men. 

Accident—Six officers and 200 men 

Drownings—Three officers and

As soon as the buds form they should 
be watered freely aad the air of the 
room kept moist. Sometimes the aphis 
troubles Freesias. Washing the foli- 
age thoroughly in strong soap suds, to 
which a little kerosene has been add- 
ed, will destroy the aphis. 

When well fed and watered freesias 
will bloom for two. months in the mid-! 
dle of the winter if potted early in 
September. Three or four clusters of 
blossoms will fill a room with frceg- 
rance. As cut flowers they will keep) 
in water more than a week. 

After the bulbs cease to throw out 
blossoms the old flower stems should 
be cut off and the bulbs allowed to 
ripen by withholding water. When the 
foliage bas dried down the pot should 
be set in a dry cellar and left there 
till the following August or Septem- 
be.

“The lightest of our subjects weighed 
149 pounds, and no four people on ear, 
could ordinarily lift a man of that s!

We tried a great many variations, rt 
the plan I have described was the or 
one that proved generally successful. The 
essential point seemed to be to secure @ 
certain rhythm in breathing, and when 
ever we hit the lift was made with un- 
failing certainty, but if any one of us 
‘broke step,’ so to speak, the experiment 
failed. We were all deeply in earnest, 80 
we hind no trouble on account of giggling 
or hysterics. J was lifted repeatedly my 
self, and the feeling is indescribable. 
Floating in water is as near as 1 can 
come to it. : 

“After a great many experiments with 
living people,” continued the speakers 
“we tried inanimate objects. We took a 
square iron plate, weighing 184 pounds, 
formerly used in a hearth, and placed it 
on a stool. Four of us stood at the cor- 
ners and went through the same routime 
that Ihave already deseribed—breathing 
in unison and then suddenly lifting. To 
our great surprise, this experiment proved 
fully as successful as the other, and in 40 
record trials the plate went up 26 times. 
Such a test, by the way, is dangerous, be- 
cause if there is the slightest catching of 
a breath while the heavy object lifted is 
in the air it instantly comes crashing 
down with its full weight. Several of us 
narrowly escaped being hurt by the iron 
slab, and that suggested another and very 
interesting device. 

“We took a large spring stcelyard, 
graduated up to 200 pounds, and made it 
self registering by attaching a bit of pen 
cil to the pointer and putting a slip of 
paper over the scale. Then we hooked it 
into a ring in the floor and fastened the 
other end to the underside of a short 
piece of plank. The plank was supported 
across a couple of chairs, and we tried 
lifting it exactly as we did the iron slab, 
That put a tension on the steelyard, and 
the effect was exactly as if we were lift- 
ing something that grew heavier and 
heavier the higher it went. Our breath- 
ing had no effect whatever on the spring, 
but the apparatus, while crude, was val- 
uable in showing our normal lifting pow- 
er. We found we were unable to get 
above 12 pounds without clearly percep- 
tible effort, and to register 20 pounds re- 
quired pronounced exertion. Of course 
we could push the board up on our four 
finger tips until the pointer stood at 100, 
but that was a gymnastic feat that 
strained every muscle. We found that 
the raising of the 184 pound slab re- 
quived infinitely less apparent force than 
the registering of 10 or 12 pounds on the 
steclyard. That disposes of the theory 
that the weight was so divided we ‘didn’t 
feel it.’

GEN. BULLER EXPLAINS. 


The War Office has issued the fol- 
lowing :— \ 

A report having appeared in the 
South African papers that our artillery! 
fired on the Geneva flag, General Bul- 
ler telegraphs the following account 
of the incident, given to the Standard 
and Diggers’ News by the Rey. Mr. 
Martens, a Dutch clergyman with the 
Boers :— ‘ 

“Directly after the first cannon shot 
the English thought our meni were at 
the railway station, and fired there, 
They were not; but one of the shots 
went through an ambulance. As soon 
as they found their mistake they ceas- 
ed firing. The ambulance, in accord- 
ance with usages, should have been 
three miles from the field of battle; so 
the Boers cannot claim that, the Eng- 
lish broke the usages of civilized war- 
fare; but I do not think the English 
would have fired on them had they 
known this. It was unintentional.”

“Phe Eminent Assyrtologist Declares the 
tho 


higher ocritios of the Bible are engag- 
ed in hair-splitting trivialities and are 
pursuing false methods, The old yiew 
of the old book is correct, except re- 
garding the book of Daniel, which is

This is the startling statement made 
by Professor A. H. Sayce, archaeologi- 
onl explorer and professor of Assyri- 
ology in Oxford, England, after thirty 


hieroglyphios of Eastern lands. 

“Our researches,’ he 
“among the monuments of Babylon, 
Assyria and Egypt, have opened up 
a new world undreamed of a few years 
ago. They show that the history of 
mankind goes back to the very! remote

OM CHINA. 


The Enormous Business Done on the 


Caravan Route Through Siberia, 


The newspaper published in Tomsk, 
called the Siberian Latest News, gives 
/some very curious details about the 
| Russian tea caravans, that transport 
thousands of tons of tea from China 
and distribute it in various parts of 
Siberia and Russia. During the first 
twenty days of January last 19,000 
sleighs laden with tea passsed through 
the city of Tomsk. The ordinary size 
of these tea caravans is from fifty 
to seventy sleighs, though sometimes 
from 200 to 300 are included in one 
caravan. The average load is five bales, 
each weighing from enty to 120 

nds. * 

Five sledges are fastened together, 
drawn! by one horse, and one man at- 
tends to the detachment. To the rear 
sledge of each group ace tied a bun- 
dle of hay and a measure of oats so 
that the horses may feed during the 
march, This facilitates progress, for 
the caravan does not need to halt for 
the purpose of baiting the horses. As 
(the horse, in front, however, does not 
have anything to eat before him his 
Place in the caravan must be chang- 
ed occasionally to give him an oppor- 
tunity to eat his lunch, 

The caravans travel night and day. 
The only halts during the twenty-four 
hours are in the villages where the 
weary horses are exchanged for fresh 
animals. The drivers sleep on the

During the past year co-operative ex- 
periments were conducted by the Union 
in Agriculture, Horticulture, Economic 
Botany, and Soil Moisture. The Agri-

grasses, and clovers, were conducted on 
12,065 plots, which were situated on 8,- 
485 Ontario farms ; and the Horticultur- 
al experiments with small fruits were 
more numerous in 1899 than in any 
previous year. Thesummary results of 
these practical experiments will be pre- 
sented at the annual meeting, and 
shovld prove of great service to all 
those who are engaged in practical ag- 
riculture,

5,227 TROOPS AT DURBAN. 

A despatch from London says:—The 
troopship Hawarden Castle, with the 
second battalion of the Royal Fusi- 
liers, has arrived, at Durban, bringing 
the number of reinforcements that 
have landed there up to5,227.

But for his intending murderer's bad 
aim, Mr. Peter Small, the well-known 
bailiff, would have been shot and killed 
by John O'Grady, formerly proprietor 
ofthe Hotel Metropole, at the corner 
of King and Church Sts., on Friday af- 
ternoon. The man who was attacked 
escaped injury, although a bullet pass- 
ed through his clothing and grazed his 
back. O'Grady was arrested by P. C. 
Sockett, and a charge of shooting with 
intent to kill was laid against him. 

The shooting occurred in front of 
Raddan’s saloon shortly after 1 o'clock, 
wheo Mr. Small was walking rapidly 
away from O'Grady, whom he had met 
at the corner of Leader lane a few 
minutes before..

P. C, Sockett reached the spot just 
at this moment, and edged up to 
O’Grady, who was standing with the 
smoking pistol in his hand, uncertain 
what to do. As soon as O’Grady saw 
the officer he covered him; but Sockett 
continued to approach undaunted. 

“Hold on, John, he said to O'Grady; 
“point your pistol away, please.” 

Contrary to expectations, the man 
obeyed, and tried to turn the muzzle 
on his own head. Before he could fire 
the policeman had sprung on him, and 


discharged, but o0 harm was done. The 
officer succeeded in mastering his pri- 
soner, and then Deputy Chief Stewart 
arrived, and the man was taken to po- 
lice headquarters, ‘ 

In the cells O'Grady expressed the 
hope that Smal! had not been hurt; but 
stated that he had been persecuted by 
the bailiff until it had become unbear- 
able. His friends state that financial 
worries have unsettled his mind. 

CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE, 

There has been bad blood between 
the parties in the affray for a long 
time, on account of hotel licenses 
which have been taken from O'Grady, 
He alleges that Small was responsible 
for this. O'Grady owns the American 
hotel, corner of York and Wellington 
streets, but the present tenant, James 
Scanlan, has expressed a desire to have 
the license transferred, This would, of 
course, be disastrous to the owner of 
the -building, who believed that Mr, 
Smail was at the bottom of the plot 
to leave him with an empty building 
on his hands. 

O'Grady was well known as a sport- 
ing man some years ago, being one of 
the chief backers of O'Connor, the

The Cape Town correspondent of the

Orange Free State. The first diamond 
discoveries there were made about 
1870, but it was ten yeans later when 
Englishmen and others realized that | 
the spot was the most valuable of its 
kind in the world. 

By 1881 the mines which had been 
opened had yielded gems to the value! 
of $20,000,000. By 1887 seven tons of 
diamonds had been taken out valued’ 
at $250,000,000. This record placed the 
Brazil diamond mines in the shade and | 
made Kimberley world-wide in its’ 
fame. The Cecil Rhodes syndicate, | 
known as the De Beers, came into con-' 
trol of all the mines after much négo-_ 
tiation. This syndicate is capitalized, 
for $75,000,000 and pays interest at the} 
rate of 5 1-2 per cent. per annum and 
an annual dividend of 20 per cent. 
Since Cecil Rhodes ‘came into control 
of the mines they have given out 2,- 
500,000 karats of diamonds. To get at 
these it has been necessary to wash 
2,700,000 loads of the blue earth in 
which they are found. 

In the working of these diamond 
mines there are employed about 1,- 
500 white men and 6,000 natives. ‘The 
greater proportion of these men are 
employed in the De Beers and Kim- 
berley mines 

_ THE TWO BIGGEST HOLES 
which greedy man has ever dug into 
the earth. The De Beers mine has an 


area at the surface of thirteen acres 
and a depth of 450 feet. The mines 
are worked from shafts sunk some dis- 
tance from the original holes and pene- 
trating to the blue earth by. trans- 
verse drivings at depths varying from 
500 to 1,200 feet. The blue earth, when 
extracted, is carried in small irou 
trucks to the levels. Upon these lev- 
els the blue earth is worked until the

Japan and Russia. 


A Struggle in the East Predicted, 


Mr. K. Hirati, formerly of the Japan- 
ese War Department has lately been in 
Ottawa. He is closely watching the 
Boer war. Regarding the eastern ques- 
tion, Mr. Hirati says Japan will un- 
questionably drive Russia out of China, 
and deprive her of Vladivostock and 
Port Arthur and her positions in Mane 
churia. ‘The day war begins between 
Japan and Russia, the death knell of 
Russian power in the Chinese Empire is 
sounded. The Japanese army, he as- 
serts, is so superior to the Russian in 
every branch, and the Japanese officers 
and men so thoroughly up in the tac- 
tics of such a campaign as would have 
to be fought, and so much better ac- 
quainted with the country and more fit 
for war under the conditions that would 
prevail, that their ultimate success can- 
not be for a moment doubted. Large 
armies, Mr. Hirati says, will not require 
to be raised by Japan to smash the Rus- 
sians. Probably not over two or three 
hundred thousand men will be neces- 
sary. Modern military science, applied 
to a campaign between Russia and 
Japan, and the geographical conditions, 
will be found to completely neutralize 
Russia’s supposed military preponder- 
ance. Assuming Russia to be abso- 
lutely free from European and other 
complications, and to be able to put her 
entire military organization in motion, 
she could never place a sufficient num- 
ber of effectives in the field to deal with 
the forces Japan would send against 
them. Japan’s superiority over Russia 
in the tactical ability, scientific training 
and soldierly qualities of her officers, 
and the endurance, activity, enterprisc, 
intelligence and discipline of her troops, 
is considered by Mr. Hirati to be so well 
understood in the far east as to call for 
no assertion. ‘Fhe Japanese, he says, 
are disciplined in the most modern 
methods. They are inured to hardships 
no other troops in the world could with- 
stand in that climate. They can live 
and fight on less food than any army 
that ever marched. Their abstemious- 
ness and physical qualities are such 
that each man is capable of carrying on 
his person sufficient subsistence to last 
a week, without loading down the com- 
missariat with provisions and stores for 
rank and file. The Japanese, he de- 
clares, have been for some years past 
specially training in night attacks, and 
the result will surprise the world in the 
next war, especially the Russians.

GACTI IN A BOTTLE. 
t 


_A new method of growing cacti has j 
_« been discovered in the botanical gar- 
dens of Berlin. [t is so simple and 
easy that no one need be without at 
least one fine oactus in the sitting- 
_ foomor parlor. All that is required is 
a shapely bottle, a little rich earth and 
a few cactus seeds that can be bought 
of any florist for a few cents. Bottles 
_ in which creme de menthe or some of 
the other cordials usually come, are 
well adapted to this* purpose on ac- 
count of the clearness of the glass and 
the grace of their ebape, 
_ ‘Having secured the bottle, cleanse it 
thoroughly and then put earth in it 
waotil the bottom Is covered to a height 
of about an inch. Sprinkle this earth 
well, almost soaking wet, and then 
throw in three or four cactus seeds. 
Close the bottle snugly with a tight- 
fitting cork and geal It close with seal- 
Ing wax. Tie a strong cord around 
the neck of the bottle and hang itina 
window that the sun reaches for at 
least several hours every day. Jn cold 
_ Weather the bottle must not be expos- 
ed tothe air. The living room, with 
& constant temperature of 70 degrees 
Or more, suits the experiment admir~- 
ably. Then the entire process of 
growth can be watched with no small 
interest. The opening and rooting of 
seeds, and the gradual develop- 
ment. of the plants will follow, almost 
as if by magic. Soon the cacti will 
be of such size that you can astonish 
your friends by a sight of them, and 
they will hardly believe you when you 
tell them that these plants are grow- 


ing without any care or water, 


DOMESTIC RECIPES.

A favorite 
ele tetet S oysters is scalloped, but 
M about seven casow out of ten scal- 
loped oysters are not fit to eat be- 
cause they are not properly prepared, 
They are either “sloppy” or embedded 
in a mush of wet crackers that is any- 
thing but appetizing, reminding the 
eater chiefly of a bread poultice, Here

‘The farms 
look like great yellow mists when 
viewed from Edgeton Hill, 20 miles 
away. 

There are 500 acres of sunflowers al- 
together, and when the ripe heads are 
out in the fall the crop will yield 
about 800 wagon loads of seed. ‘The 
market value of the seed is $50 a load 
—a total! income of $15,009 for the crop. 
The seed is crushed and pressed in- 
to cattle cakes. To raise these great 
sunflower crops the fields must be 
fertilized with calf bone dust. That is 
an expensive feature.

AGE OF A HORSE. 

®efore we can determine the age of 
a horse by the teeth it is necessary 
that we have a general understand- 
ing of the form andj structure of the 
The horse has two sets, the 
temporary and the permanent. The 
tempormry teeth of both wpper and 
lower jaws begin to falb out at about 
the age of three years; first the two 
incisors of the lower and upper jaw, 
the next adjoining one on wach side 
comes out at about four, and the cor- 
ner incisors fall out at five. Now 
the permanent teeth fill these places 
as fast as made vacant. These per- 
manent teeth in the crown have a de- 
pression or cap three lines deep, or 
one-fourth of an inch. But the cups 
of tho wpper incisiors are six lines or 
one-half an inch deep. The teeth 
wear off with a certain rate or re-

KEEPING CHOICE APPLES. 


Nothing is too good for the farmer, 
and most certainly he is entitled to 
the best he himself raises. By pick- 
ing out the best and brightest apples 
as he is gathering his fall crop, and 
carefully wiping each one and wrap- 
ping it up in some waste paper and 
packing in boxes or barrels in the 
cellar or some other place where the 
frost cannot reach, he will have ap- 
ples for his use on special occasions 
during the winter that will be a lux- 
ury. This method is practically keep- 
ing each apple by itself. Where so 
much pains is not taken, they can be 
stored in boxes. ~ Shallow boxes are 
preferable to deep ones. ‘Too many 
should not be kept together. 


SALTING BUTTER. 

Many people fail of getting butter 
well and evenly salted, because of 
working their butter too much before 
putting in the salt. There is not 
Water enough in the butter to dis- 
solve the salt and carry it through 
the butter. We used to add our salt, 
one to one and a half ounces to the 
pound of butter, as soon as the water 
had drained off after last washing, 
and before the butter was worked at 
all. In working we would work out 
some of the salt, but when working 
was completed the salt was distributed 
evenly through the butter, and we 
never had it come out( to sland upon 
the outside of the lump. And we 
never had streaked or mottled butter, 
which is caused by uneven salting. 
The white specks in butter ure an- 
other thing, and with us were simply 
particles of cream that by exposure to 
1 draught of air had become too tough 
to break, but gathered with the bul- 
ler. 

We never believed in trying to salt 
butler with brine There should be 
water enough in the butter to dissolve 
the salt, and that is all that is needed, 
excepling to leave that water and salt 
in the butter after it is worked,

Living Animals. 


The octopus hax hitherto been regard- \ 


ed as the most hateful and horrible of all 
created things. ‘There has, however, 
been discovered in Nicaragua a plant 
which is as fearsome as the deyilfish. It 
is a yine called by the nat “the. 
devil's snare,” and it seems literally to 
drain the blood of any liying thing which 
comes within its death dealing touch. 
A naturalist who has recently returned 
from Central America relates the finding 
of this singular growth in one of the 
swamps which surround the great lakes 
of Nicaragua. 

He was engaged in hunting for bo- 
tanical and entomological specimens 
when he heard his dog ery out as if in 
agony from a distance. Running to the 
spot, he found the dog enveloped in a 
network of what seemed to be a fine 
ropelike tissue of roots and fibers. The 
vine seemed to be composed of bare in- 
terlacing stems, resembling the branches 
of the weeping willow denuded of leaves, 
of a dark hue and covered with a thick 
viscid gum that exuded from the pores, 
Drawing his knife, he endeayored to cut 
the animal free, but it was only with the 
greatest difficulty he succeeded in sever- 
ing the fleshy, muscular fibers. To his 
horror and amazement the naturalist 
then saw that the dog’s body was blood 
stained, while the skin appeared to haye 
been actually sucked or puckered in 
spots, and the animal staggered as if 
from exhaustion. 

In cutting the vine the twigs turned 
like living, sinuous fingers, and it re- 
quired no slight force to free the hand 
from its clinging grasp, which left the 
flesh red and blistered. The gum ex- 
uding from the vine was of a grayish 
dark tinge, remarkably adhesive and of 
a disagreeable animal odor, powerful and 
nauseating to inhale. The native sery- 
ants manifested the greatest horror of 
the vine, which they called “the devil's 
snare,” and were full of stories of its 
death dealing. powers. Its voracity is al- 
most beyond belief, its power of suction 
being contained in a number of in- 
finitesimal mouths. If the substance it 
seizes is animal, the blood is drawn off 
and the carcass dropped. Ona lump of 
raw meat being thrown to it, In the 
Space of five minutes the blood is drunk 
off and the mass thrown aside.—Scottish 
Nights. 


Wine That In Never Sold. 

The most costly and precious wine in 
the world is that contained in a cask 
named the Rose, in the Bremen town hall 
cellars. This Rudesheim, of the vintage 
of the year 1653, is of the color of old ale 
and has a wonderful aroma. It is never 
sold, but {s used exclusively for the sick 
of Bremen, the only exceptions haying 
been when a small bottle was presented 
to Hmperor William I, another to I'red- 
erick IIL and one to Prince Bismarck. 
The supposed money yalue of this wing 
is something beyond credence, but, as it 
is never sold, this detail is of slight im- 
portance. Old as it is, It is improbable 
that any but connoisseurs could get it 
down, as the taste is something terrific.

Some unusual demand on the part of a 
regular patron set the proprictor of the 
little old variety store and newsstand to 
rummaging among the accumulations of 
the years since he had first started his 
humble busin It brought to light va- 
rious kinds of odds and ends, but not the 
article sought.

I don’t know a 
boy now that would know how to hold 
the things in his fingers, much less play 
them. 

“Just os soon as a boy got through 
with baby games he had to have the 
bones and to keep at them until he could 
play them. I remember the first ones I 
had were real bones, the kind that come 
in rib roasts of beef, I must have traded 
off something for them with the butcher 
boy. Of course I could have had the 
bones out of our Sunday dinner, but cook- 
ed bones were no good.

BLASTED BY NATURE. | 


A VOLCANIC EXPLOSION THAT DE- 
STROYED AN ISLAND. 


e Report of lin Most Appalling 
ph w hr ulted the 
Loss of 10,000 Lives, Was Heard at 


a Dintance of 4,000 Miles, 


On Aug. 27, 1855, at 10 a, m., occurred 
the most stupendous and appalling of all 
the convulsions of nature which haye oe- 
curred in the history of the world. By it 
the greater portion of the island of Kra- 
katoa, in the strait of Sunda, was de- 
stwoyed, while two new islinds were cre- 
nated by voleanie action, We remember 


the fact mainly on account of the mag- 
nificent sunsets which followed the eyent 
the world.

These sunsets, it is now har 
to state, were caused by tl 
dust and yapor particles which had been 
ejected from Krakatoa to a height of 20 
miles or more from the surface of the 
earth and were stil! floating in the upper 
fur. 

The eruption caused a great seismic 
wave of the sea, which overwhelmed the 
villages on the neighboring shores and 
drowned upward o. ),000 persons. ‘Lhe 
height of the crest of this waye has been 
variously estimated, but at Telok Betong, 
in Sumatra, the water reached within six 
fect of the residency, which stands on a 
hill 78 feet above the sea, and the Dutch 
man-of-war Berouw, anchored off the 
coast, was carried by the wave up the 
valley nearly two miles inland and was 
left, high and dry, more than 30 feet 
above the sea level. 

If a man were to tell us that he had 
heard nn explosion which had taken 
place at any town situated some 30 miles 
away, we should probably think that he 
was under a misapprehension. But if he

of his mind. It is nevertheless a fact 
that the explosion of Krakatoa was heard 
not only 80 and 300 miles away, but also 
at n distance of 3,000 miles. It was 
heard in India, and it was heard in Aus- 
tralia, and also in the island of Rodri- 
guez, which is about 2,968 miles from 
IXrakatoa in a direct line. Moreover, the 
seismic wave of the sea referred to was 
noticed not only in South Africa, but 
also at Cape Horn, which is 7,500 miles 
distant from the strait of Sunda. But 
perhaps the most extraordinary of all the 
phenomena connected with this cata- 
clysm of nature was the atmospheric dis- 
turbance, or air wave, produced by the 
explosion! This air waye, it is stated, 
went three times around the earth, and 
it has been remarked that “the charac- 
ter of this disturbance would seem al- 
most incredible were it not for the fact 
that It is attested by the barograms of 
eyery great meteorological station on the 
world’s surface. 

It may be mentioned that, although the 
great explosion did not take place until 
10 a. m., during the whole of the preced- 
ing night a continuous roar, like the dis- 
charge of heayy cannon or thunder, had 
been heard, so that the people in the 
towns and villages of Java and Sumatra 
were terrified and did not dare to go to 
bed. Even on the previous day, the 26th, 
the sky, we are told, presented the most 
terrible appearance, fierce flashes of 
lightning penetrated the dense masses of 
cloud over the island, clouds of black 
matter were rushing across the sky, rap- 
idly recurring detonations were heard 
continuously, and large pieces of pumice, 
quite warm, rained down at a distance of 
ten miles. 

It is hardly a matter to be wondered 
nat when we are told that at Carimon, 
Jaya, 355 miles distant, native boats 
were dispatched to assist an imaginary 
vessel in distress, and at Achern, 1,073 
miles distant, it was supposed that a fort 
was being attacked, and the troops were 
put under arms. The result of the erup- 
tion was that the whole of the northern 
part of the island, seyen square miles 
in extent, was completely blown away, 
and where there was formerly dry land 
there are now soundings of 90 fathoms, 
and in some parts 160 fathoms or more. 
Moreover, the bed of the sea some five or 
six miles to the north appears to have 
been raised many fathoms. It is un- 
necessary to point out how stupendous 
must have been the force generated un- 
der Krakatoa at the time of this erup- 
tion, seeing that it was able to lift mil- 
lions of tons and sent up a stream of 
pumice and vapory particles to a height 
of 20 miles above the surface of the 
earth. We are naturally led to inquire 
what was this force and how was it 
generated. 

The primary source from which pro- 
eceds the energy which produces volcani¢e 
action is unquestionably the internal 
heat of the earth, At the base of the 
erater of a voleanosis the top or com- 
mencement of the channel or passage 
whereby communication is malntained 
with the heated interior, and when water 
from the sea or from the underground 
springs percolates through the ground 
and finds its way down to this channel 
and to the hot molten rocks below it at 
once generates steam, and those of us 
who haye been unfortunate enough to 
have had a kitchen boiler burst know 
something of the explosive power of 
steam, even In small quantities, But the 
following observations with reference to 
this subject will give our readers a clear 
perception of the subsequent stages of 
an eruption when sea or other water 
reaches the heated rocks below a yol- 
cano: 

“The water combines with the material 
of the rock, and by this combination the 
melting point of the rock is reduced. It 
only vequires the subjection of the hy- 
drated compound to such heat as would 
be supplied by the anhydrous Inyas in 
n fluid condition to diseng: steam and 
other gases in enormous quantities and 
to produce outbursts proportionate to the 
pressure and the strength of the inclos- 
ing walls. If, while this process {is go- 
ing on, water In large quantities gains 
access to the surface of the heated mass, 
solidification might take place, and the 
oxscupe of gases through the crater would 
be temporarily checked, When at last 
the accumulated force bursts the newly 
formed crust, this and other obstacles 
would be speedily remoyed by the tre- 
mendous ylolence of the blast, and the 
sides of the crater might cither be blown 
away or fall into the seething Inva. Such 
appears to have been the working of the 
final and self destructive eruption of 
Krakatoa.”’—Pall Mall Gazette,
